I would like to know why poor, needy 


•white people seem to have so much 
trouble getting help, such as food 
stamps, weliare, and hospital benefits? 
What does a totally disabled person 
have to do to draw their Social Security 
after paying in for It for about 30 years? 


Your initial allegation, although 


common, is inaccurate. The fact is, in 
the United States more white families 
draw welfare and other government 
benefits, such as food stamps, than do 
black families. 


According to economic columnist 


Sylvia Porter, 2.8 million white families 
received government assistance in 
1974, compared with 1.5 million black 
families. That, as she noted, is a 
significant difference and contradicts 
the popular view that more blacks than 
whites are on the welfare dole. 


To receive Social Security, you must 


meet two qualifications — first, you 
must have worked for five of the last 10 
years (unless you are under 
the 


minimum age requirement), 
and 


secondly, you must have a severe 
enough disability to prevent you from 
doing any substantial and gainful work, 
work. 


As David Helmer, head of the local 


Social Security office noted, this does 
not mean simply that you are no longer 
able to do the job you are accustomed to 
doing. It means that you are unable to 
do any job for 
which you have the 


education, training, or skills that are 
normally required for that job. 


If you meet those two criteria, then 


you are eligible for Social Security 
payments for so long as you are 
disabled. 


There is also Supplemental Security 


Income (SSI) payments available if you 
meet the same disability requirements. 
These welfare payments, also available 
through! the Social Security office, do 
not have a minimum work experience 
requirement attached as does Social 
Security. 


If 
you think you meet these 


qualifications, contact the local Social 
Security office and they will help you 
fill out the necessary forms. 


If the gas company is going 
to 


charge us these high prices, I would like 
to see some proof of my 
purchase. 


There is plenty of room on the meter to 
stamp the date as It is read. How much 
longer would It take to ease our minds 
that the meter is really read or not? 


The time it would take to stamp the 


date on each of the more than 7,000 gas 
meters in town would likely push your 
gas bill even higher, according to Lone 
Star Gas. 


And Morris Ward, regional office 


manager for Lone 
Star, said that 


proof of your purchase is contained in 
the itemized listings on your statement. 


"We realize at Lone Star Gas Co. that 


the cost of natural gas has increased to 
our customers," Ward said. "This 
increase is due mainly because the cost 
for us at the city gate has increased. As 
far as proof of purchase on each bill the 
customer receives, it shows several 
items such as previous and present 
readings, the service to date, and the 
number of days served." 


Ward said it would be "very ex- 


pensive and time consuming" to stamp 
each meter with the date it is read. 


"We feel our meter readers are ex- 


perienced and trained personnel per- 
forming their jobs in the qualified 
manner it requires," he said. "If 
anyone has any questions as to when 
and how their meter is read, we would 
be more than happy to assist them in 
any way." 


Last week my 15-year-old son didn't 


get home from his part-time job until 11 
p.m. This was a school night, and I 
don't like the idea of him working so 
late on school nights, but he says he 
could lose his job by leaving early. He 
stocks a grocery store. Can he get fired 
for leaving early? Can he be asked to 
work as late as the employer feels 
necessary? 


No. In fact, it is illegal for an em- 


ployer to work a 14 or 15-year-old child 
for more than three hours a day on a 
school day. And employes of that age 
are not allowed to work before 7 a.m. or 
after 7 p.m. except between June 1 and 
Labor Day. 


According to the Fair Labor Stan- 


dards Act, students 14 or 15 may do 
service jobs such as pumping gas, 
bagging groceries, and the like for a 
total of 18 hours a school week. If it's a 
non-school day, the student can work up 
to eight hours a day, and no more than 
40 hours in a non-school week. 


There seems to be many people 


walking in the streets now, on both 
sides. Which Is legal — walking on the 
left or on the right side of the road? 
Also, on which side of the road should 
bicycles be ridden? And if a car cuts 
across the street and parks on the left 
side, facing traffic, Isn't that con- 
sidered Illegal parking? 


When there is no sidewalk available, 


pedestrians should always walk facing 
the traffic (on the left side of the 
street), according to Police Chief Don 
Massey. 


Bicycles, however, should be ridden 


on the right side of the road, the same 
as cars. 


And you are 
correct 
about the 


parking. Chief Massey says that 
parking on the left hand side of a street 
is considered to be illegal parking in 
Texas.

The new site, which was later approved on a 5-1 vote, is in the 


same tract of land originally purchased by the school district, 
but is inside the city limits and about one-half mile from the 
center of the city. The other site was outside the city limits, 


about a mile and a half from the center fo town. 


Mrs. Rutledge said that the contractor had already started 


leveling the original site, but changing the site will mean a 
savings of approximately $9,000 to the school district. 


SHE SAID THAT moving the school inside the city limits 


would insure better police and fire protection, and that con- 
nections to sewer and water lines would not be as costly. In- 
surance rates would also be lower, she said. 


She said the building committee was concerned about the 


safety factor of the original site which was next to heavily- 
traveled Hwy. 31. The new site will have access off two 
residential streets. 


Board president Mrs. Marianne Dunlap said that the audience 


had been unsettled through the meeting, and there had been 
comments back and forth between people in the audience. 


Mrs. Dunlap reported that she saw a scuffle break out, then 


someone shouted "Look out, he's got a knife." 


She said she was about to call for a vote when the stabbing 


occurred. 


The only board member voting against changing the site was 


Dr. J.M. Ryman. Board member Buster Bailey was out of town. 


County precincts spend less 
than budgeted for quarter

If 
Navarro County 
precinct 
ex- 


penditures remain constant, the four 
precincts should spend 3.8 per cent less 
than the $728,521 budgeted this year. 


Based on the precincts' quarterly 


reports released last week, the four 
precincts combined have spent $175,146 
during the first three months of 1977. 
This is 24 per cent of the total budgeted 
for the year. 


With 
that 
figured 
($125,146) 


multiplied by the four quarters the 
precincts should spend $700,584, or 
$27,933 less than was budgeted for the 
year. 


PRECINCT I UNDER Commissioner 


Clint Bell had the highest level of ex- 
penditures during this first quarter. 
Bell spent $46,342 of which $24,961 went 
to salaries and other fixed expenses 
such as social security, retirement and 
insurance. 


'Hie remaining $21,381 was spread out 


over lumber, culvert, gravel, and gas 
and oil expenditures. Bell's total ex- 
penditures for the first quarter were 
about 26 per cent of the 
$177,434 


budgeted for the year. 


BELL DID PURCHASE a new car 


($4,967) during the first quarter which 
is included with the quarter expenses. 


In Precinct I, $6,531 was spent on 


gravel, $2,021 on lumber, $807 on 
culverts, and $3,136 on gas and oil. Bell 
also spent $1,860 on fire protection. 


A total of $7,026 was also spent in 


Precinct 1 for repairs, machinery hire 
and maintenance hire. 


The precinct with the lowest expenses 


for the first quarter was Precinct 2, 
where Commissioner R.J. Henderson 
spent $40,094 or 21.6 per cent of his 
budgeted $185,467. 


A total of $25,156 was in the fixed 


expenditure of salaries and benefits. 
Henderson also purchased 
a new 


vehicle this quarter (a pickup for 
$4,871). 


The remaining $14,938 was spent on 


gravel and gas and oil. 


Precinct 2 expenditures for gravel 


amounted to $2,655 and gas and oil costs 
were $1,934. Fire protection in the 
precinct added up to $660. 


Included in the total figure for 


Precinct 
2 is 
$4,700 for 
repairs, 


machinery hire and 
maintenance 


contract. 


PRECINCT 3 
COMMISSIONER 


Thomas Dyer's expenses came almost 
exactly to 25 per cent of his yearly 
budget. As of March 31 Dyer had spent 
$44,458, or 25.1 per cent, of his $177,112 
budget. 


Dyer's fixed expenditures 
totaled 


$24,743 (for salaries and employe 
benefits) with $19,716 being spent on 
gravel, gas and oil, and culverts and 
other expenses. 


Dyer also purchased a new pickup 


during this first quarter for $4,871. Dyer 
and Henderson spent no money for 
lumber during the first three months of 
1977. Henderson spent none on culverts. 


Gravel expenditures in Precinct 3 


were $5,205, $505 in culverts, and $2,513 
in gas and oil. Fire protection cost the 
precinct $1,080. 


Precinct 3 also had $5,300 worth of 


expenses for repairs, machinery hire 
and maintenance contract. 


BILLY HARGROVE'S EXPENSES 


in Precinct 4 came to 23.4 per cent of his 
budgeted $188,507. Expenses for the 
first quarter totaled $44,249 with $23,766 
going 
to 
the 
fixed 
precinct 
ex- 


penditures. 


Gas and oil in Precinct 4 cost $3,346, 


culverts $293, gravel expenditures were 
$4,317, and only $13 in lumber was 
purchased. Precinct 4 fire protection 
during the quarter was $260. 


Precinct 4 had $3,167 in expenses for 


repairs, machinery hire and main- 
tenance contract. 


Utility bills for the five precinct barns 


during the first quarter added up to 
$893. Precinct 3 has two equipment 
barns (one in Dawson, which is the 


main barn, and another in Richland) 
and therefore had the highest utility 
bill, $296. Precincts 4 and 2 had the 
second and third highest bills, $263 and 
$182, respectively. Precinct 1 utilities 
cost $151. 


The bills totaled 30 per cent of the 


$2,950 budgeted for 1977. 


THE PRECINCTS BEGAN THE 


YEAR with a balance, or surplus from 
1976, of $190,272. The largest beginning 
balance was in Precinct 1 with $61,687. 


Former Commissioner Ellis Mon- 


tgomery left his successor in Precinct 
3, Dyer, $34,859 to start his term. 
Precinct 2 and 4 had $45,049 and $48,676 
as their cash balances at the beginning 
of 1977. 


The quarterly reports not only show 


what money has been spent during the 
first quarter, but also how much money 
was encumbered during the period, but 
not paid out yet. 


A total of $9,149 has been encumbered 


by Bell; $16,418 by Henderson; $21,062 
by Dyer; and $17,834 by Hargrove. 
These amounts represent material or 
parts ordered by the precincts, but not 
approved by the Commissioner's Court 
or paid by the auditor. 


Receipts for the four precincts during 


the first quarter form from all sources 
(taxes, fines, and revenue sharing) 
totaled $493,109.

HE SAID THAT there are 


three phases in preparing for

tornado. They include a tornado 
watch, which means that there 
is a good possibility that one will 
occur in the area; a tornado 
warning, which means a tor- 
nado has been sighted and 
persons should be prepared to 
take shelter; and the tornado 
alert, which means a tornado is 
coming. 


He explained that during 


phase three, the Red Cross 
members are at the Red Cross 
headquarters keeping in con- 
stant 
contact 
with 
official 


weather-watchers. After the 
tornado has passed, they are 
sent out to survey injuries and 


damages and determine what 
food, clothing, and shelter is 
needed.

Navarro County Memorial 
Hospital by Uoyd Huffman and 
Dale Johnson which spots bad 
weather developing in the area.

Emergency Operations Center 
is located at the Government 
Center, which is the base station 
for 
communication during 


disasters. 


Flores explained that there is 


a chain of command which goes 
into operation when disasters 


occur. It includes the mayor, 
City 
Commission, 
city 


manager, who is the 
civil 


defense director; the deputy 
civil defense director and others 
include the department heads 
within city government, the 
police department and the fire 
department. 


Flores noted that the Red 


Cross will provide the disaster 
relief in the form of medical 
help, food, clothing, and shelter. 


It will also be in contact with 


the national Red Cross if ad- 
ditional aid is needed. 


Perry Taylor of KAND Radio 


reported 
the 
station 
has 


received some new equipment 
which will allow it to broadcast 


from any location during a 
disaster. 


In other business, the Red 


Cross voted to purchase a 
scanner for the office which will 
monitor 
various 
com- 


munications during a disaster. 


The Red Cross this year 


served 136 veterans, 37 ser- 
vicemen, and 34 civilians. It 
also gave instructions to 116 
persons in its safety programs.

He couldn't begin to estimate 


how many kids he's taught or 
how many hours he's spent 
sharpening up their musical 
abilities 
and 
developing a 


precision marching 
cadence 


with the Tiger Band. It is not 
going to be easy, he admits, to 
walk away. 


"MY ONLY REGRET in 


retiring is I will miss all the 
wonderful young people and the 
people I work with here," he 
said with a hand sweeping 
gesture indicating the entire 
school organization. 


Hill, after undergoing surgery 


early last year, decided in 
August he would retire this year 
at the close of school and made 
this known to Supt. Mark 
Culwell. It was not known by 
others until just recently, and it 
was only 10 days ago that he told

It 
was printed in the famous 2- 
point fly's-eye type, so small 
that it is said to have injured the 
eyesight of both the compositor 
and the proof-reader. Larger 
books, from three inches high 
are legible with the normal eye, 
but many tiny books come with 
their own magnifying glass. 


Miniature books have existed 


for 
centuries. 
They 
were 


practical for early travelers by 
horseback, coach or ship, as 
several copies could be carried 
in 
a 
single 
pocket. 
The 


popularity of miniature books 
caused publishers to print small 
Bibles for children, beginning in 


STANLEY MARCUS 


1727. Booklets on one and oiie- 
half inches high were used in 
the presidential campaign of 
Franklin Pierce in 1852 and 
also by Theodore Roosevelt, the 
Friends of the library pointed 
out. 


Through 
the 
courtesy of 


Friends 
of the 
Library, a 


special miniature book is being 
added to the book collection in 
the Public Library. It is "Why 
Miniature Books?" by Stanley 
Marcus and Marvin Stone. It 
was published on the occasion of 
the exhibit of the 
Marcus 


library 
of miniature books 


during the celebration of the 
75th anniversary of the Dallas 
Public Library last November. 


his band students 
he was 


retiring. 


His news took them all by 


surprise. When he convinced 
the classes he wasn't 
just 


kidding around, many begged 
him to reconsider and stay on as 
their 
band 
director. 
This 


reaction pleased him highly, but 
with a laugh, he added, not too 
convincingly, "but I am sure a 
lot of them are glad I am 
going." 


As one band class filtered out 


of the practice hall and an even 
larger 
group 
entered, 
the 


friendly 
bantering 
exchange 


between students and teacher 
indicated that they still aren't 
convinced he's going to quit. 


Hill said he is retiring mainly 


because of his health. "I can't 
do the things I want to do that I 
used 
to 
could," 
he 


acknowledged wistfully. "I used 
to do it all—from 7 in the 
morning to 7 at night," he said. 
That was the way he wanted it 
as he built up an enviable band 
program, 
not just for high 


school, but for junior high as 
well. 


HE DECIDED EARLY in life 


that he wanted to become a 
band director. 
A native of 


Navarro, he had taken piano 
since age nine. He was 13 and in 
the eighth grade at the old 
junior high school when he 
decided he wanted to be in the 
band. At that time, the junior 
high didn't have a band, but its 
students could go over to the 
high school to be in the Tiger 
Band. Several 
of his good 


friends were in the band and he 
decided he wanted to join them. 


He had no particular choice of 


instrument to take up, he just 
wanted to be a bandsman. Then 
how did he choose the bass? 


"Well, the band director, Joel 


Trimble, needed a bass player. 
He asked me if I would play a 
bass? When I said 'yes,' Joel 
borrowed an old E flat bass that 
First Baptist Church owned. I 
kept that bass for several years 
until my dad bought me my 
own," he recalled. He continued 
to play the bass in college at 
Hardin-Simmons 
University. 


Some of his fondest memories 


are of his days in high school 
that helped him make the 
decision he wanted to pursue 
music for a lifetime career. 


"When I was in high school, 


we had what we called 'the 
Tiger Teasers.' We just got 
together and played. We were a 
jam session grou|>. Tljere were 
from 14 to 18 of us. Fellows like 
George Eliot, Mitchell Boyd, 
J.C. "Rusty" Gaston, Garner 
Clark and I can't remember 
who all else. 


"We followed the basketball 


team to its out of town games to 
play. We would hire a bus, 
called a jitney, to take us. To 
make money for our road trips, 
we would play for a high school 
assembly and charge a dime. 
We would have a full house. 
Some times we made $80 to 
$90," Hill said. 


THE 
TIGER 
TEASERS 


would play "for pay" at least 
once a year at high school and 
then at junior high. "We didn't 
make any money, any profit. 
We did it just to make enough to 
pay our expenses to follow the 
team and play at basketball 
games. But we sure did have a 
lot of fun."

director," Hill said.

In his second year, he 
went on tour with a group from 
the college that called itself the 
"Cowboy Band" from Hardin- 
Simmons 
and 
played 
in 


Madison Square Garden. This 
was still in the throes of the 
depression, and a number of 
boys had dropped out of school, 
and 
some 
were 
graduate 


students. The son of the college 
president 
was 
the 
band 


manager and football manager 
"and a real promoter." Hill said 
he arranged for the group to 
make the New York trip. Hill 
dropped out of college, too, to go 
along. 


"We played at the Madison 


Square Garden Rodeo before 
17,000 people a night. The rodeo 
was put on by the old W.T. 
Johnson 1001 Ranch," 
Hill 


recalled fondly. 


WITH HEADY nostalgia, he 


sighed, "Oh, boy, was I a 
gawker when we hit New York. 
The height of the tall building, 
the bigness of everything and 
getting on a subway really 
impressed me." 


After a year on tour with the 


band 
group 
"making 
just 


enough money to pay our room 
and 
board 
expenses," 
Hill 


returned to his studies at 
Hardin-Simmons, 
graduating 


with his music degree in 1937. 
That same year he obtained his 
first job as a band director at 
Jefferson, then a small town of 
1,500. 


"That was during the first 


little oil boom around Jefferson 
and they called it 'the poor 
man's oil field'," he related. He 
stayed two years, building up 
the band from 40 to around 60 in 
his second year. 


He 
heard 
rumors 
that 


Trimble was thinking of quit- 
ting and came home to in- 
vestigate. Trimble confirmed 
the report, and Hill promptly 
applied and was hired. 


"I think I was the only ap- 


plicant for the job, but it may 
have been because no other 
band directors even knew the 
job was going to come open.

EXPANDED 
the 


program and began teaching 
band to band students whenever 
they had a study hall period. He 
also started a band at the junior 
high in the afternoons after 
regular classes dismissed. 


When 
he 
first 
became 


director, the band 
students 


practiced in what was then the 
nunnery of the old Catholic 
Church located east of the old 
Sam Houston school. Later, the 
district rented a room next to 
Johnny Nobles Drug Store on 


West Fifth behind the high 
school. 


"It had a tin ceiling and 


cement floor, and boy, when we 
practiced were we loud," he 
laughed. When a new gym- 
nasium was built at CHS, so was 
the first band hall as such. Hill 
continued to direct both the high 
school and Drane bands until 
Collins Junior High was built 
and the district hired a director 
for both, now called middle 
schools. 


Years ago when CHS entered 


University 
Interscholastic 


League 
contests, 
it 
would 


always 
take 
"first" 
and 


"second division" awards for 
its outstanding playing. In more 
recent years, Hill said the Tiger 
Band hasn't entered the con- 
tests with any regularity. The 


school has a display case full of 
trophies the band won under his 
tutelage. 


ONE OF THE mementoes in 


it of which he is most proud is 
the school's fight song, "Fight, 
Tigers 
Fight," 
which 
Hill 


composed the music for in 1947. 
The words were composed by 
two of his students, Glenn 
Wright and Chester Vaughn, 
both drummers.

SENATE RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, Judge James Carroll Sewell, a 


man of high ideals and standards who fur- 
thered the interests of justice in the Lone Star 
State, passed from this life on November 13, 
1976; and 


WHEREAS, Judge Sewell was born on 


April 14, 1912, at Blooming Grove, Texas, in 
the western part of Navarro County, a 
blacklands farming area, in a time when a 
blacklands farm was the standard by which 
wealth was measured, before the impact of oil 
had come to this State; and 


WHEREAS, the origins of this fine Judge 


are monumentally historic, a portion of Texas 
in which the Indians chased the buffalo and 
wild horses ranged free; and 


WHEREAS, Judge Sewell knew from oral 


accounts the history of the Texas Revolution 
and the battles of the Union with the Con- 
federacy; and 


WHEREAS, this guardian of the principles 


of democracy and master of jurisprudence 
graduated from Blooming Grove High School 
and attended Arlington College; and 


WHEREAS, when Judge Sewell's family 


was caught in the throws of the Great 
Depression, he went to the East Texas oil 
fields to become a roughneck on a rig in the 
days before technology brought relief to the 
worker's brow; and 


WHEREAS, J. C. Sewell was a man who 


knew the value of work, laboring on pipe line 
construction in the northern sates, and while 
working in Illinois learned that Pearl Harbor 
had been attacked, causing him to im- 
mediately enlist in the Navy, serving in the 
Battle of Midway (1942) and the Battle of the 
Philippine Sea (1944), serving with honor, 
courage and valor; and 


WHEREAS, Judge Sewell was blinded by 


an explosion on the U.S. S. Hornet, losing his 
sight in the defense of his country, which he 
loved dearly; and 


WHEREAS, he refused to take token em- 


ployment designed to minimize his limitation 
of the lack of sight, but rather chose to enroll 
at the University of Texas, saying, "I don't 
intend to sell peanuts the rest of my life, I've 
got plans and things to do; and 


WHEREAS, he entered the University of 


Texas Law School and while there was 
elected to the Texas Legislature; and 


WHEREAS, he was in the Legislature only 


two terms, the second for a session of 151 
days, he did things about which lobbyists and 
legislators alike still discuss; and 


WHEREAS, while against the opposition of 


the governor and the oil and gas lobby and all 
their economic, social, and political allies and

Natural Gas Tax Bill, and he saved the Farm- 
to-Market Road program; and 


WHEREAS, when Jim Sewell entered the 


Legislature, he went with his assistant, Bill 
Kiels of Teague, to each member's desk, 
introduced himself, learned where they sat 
and where they were from, remembering 
their names and floor locations without 
further guidance; and 


WHEREAS, in the early days of his gas tax 


bill, he paid a call on each member of the 
Legislature at his desk, asked for aid on the 
bill, and nearly always received a pledge for 
it, and as they walked away Bill Kiels would 
note in a little black book the pledge, the 
place, the day, the hour, and months later, as 
debate rose on the bill, and members began to 
fall away, Jim Sewell would call the pledge 
roll — day, place, and hour, causing defec- 
tions to quickly cease, passing the gas tax bill 
in the House against seemingly impossible 
odds; and 


WHEREAS, Judge Sewell organized the 


"Gashouse Gang," which rented a large old 
vacant, mansion at 1700 Rio Grande in Austin 
where embattled legislators could sleep for 
minimal expenses, and to where Texans from 
over the state brought and sent food for the 
fight; and 


WHEREAS, Maury Maverick Jr., D. B. 


Hardeman, and Dolph Briscoe were the 
leading lieutenants in Jim Sewell's battle 
units, to Jim 
Sewell's 
challenge 
they 


responded that they would fight all summer 
unless the Sewell Gas Gathering Bill passed, 
and the House revolted against the ad- 
ministration, whose walls came tumbling 
down, and the Sewell Gas Gathering Tax 
became the first new natural resource tax in 
Texas since the 1930's; and 


WHEREAS, 
with 
the 
Natural 
Gas 


Gathering Tax passed and the Farm-to- 
Market Road program saved, Jim Sewell left 
the Legislature to become county judge of 
Navarro County, but not before Maury 
Maverick, Sr. had presented him with a 
heavy silver walking cane, and there was 
engraved upon it a militant motto that Jim 
Sewell would ever after use in party con- 
ventions and on the stump to rally the loyal 
Democrats to battle or to regroup their 
shattered ranks when they lost; and 


WHEREAS, the Democratic state con- 


ventions of 1952,1954, and 1956 were models of 
machine politics as men with guns roamed 
the halls; and 


WHEREAS, when the Texas Democratic 


primary ended in 1952, and the governor of 
Texas then — and only after the primary was 
over — endorsed the Republican presidential 
candidate, Speaker Sam Rayburn came home 
to Texas to organize the Adlai Stevenson 
campaign and named Jim Sewell statewide 
campaign 
manager 
for the 
Democratic 


national ticket in order to offset the defection 
of the governor and the state party officials to 


the Republican candidates in 1952, loyal 
Democratic statewide organizations were set 
up in 1953 — the Democrats of Texas by 
Maury Maverick, Sr., John Cofer, and Creek- 
more Fath, and the Democratic Advisory 
Council by national chairman Steve Mitchell 
with Sam Rayburn and Adlai Stevenson's 
approval and with Jim Sewell as chairman 
and Kathleen Voigt as executive secretary, 
with Byron Skelton, Walter Hall, Charlie 
Grace, Lillian Collier, and Minnie Fisher 
Cunningham in strong support; and 


WHEREAS, from that time until the 1956 


convention, for more than three years, Judge 
Jim Sewell, chairman, and Kathleen Voigt, 
secretary, with a volunteer staff, toured 
Texas, organizing loyal Democrats for the 
coming presidential battle of 1956. Jim Sewell 
became one of the best known, most loved, 
loyal Democrats in Texas; and 


WHEREAS, early in these campaigns of the 


1950s, these campaigns of rigged conventions 
and stolen elections, rigged and stolen by raw 
power which controlled the government and 
the Democratic Party in Texas in the 1950s to 
an extent that can hardly be believed today 
except by those who lived through those days 
and witnessed it, because of his tenacious and 
bold stand, Judge James Sewell became 
known as "Tiger Jim." He was so addressed 
by his friends the rest of his life; and 


WHEREAS, Jim Sewell was an idea man, 


in politics, in government, in his various 
undertakings; 
his 
fertile 
mind 
was 


generating ideas, while men with eyesight 
were enjoying the scenery; and 


WHEREAS, Judge Jarnes Sewell, in his 


march from state legislator to county judge to 
district judge, while he was becoming a 
statewide leader at the same time, and often 
mentioned for the governorship, had built a 
solid political base in his home county of 
Navarro; and 


WHEREAS Jim Sewell represented in- 


tegrity on the bench and no political quarrel 
ever crossed the threshold of his judicial 
chambers, Jim Sewell had character and 
represented character, whether in a precinct 
or national convention or as a court in 
chancery — he was every man's conscience, 
the epitome of what the good citizen should 
represent in his work for reform as a private 
citizen; the personification of the highest 
judicial ethics when the robes of justice so 
becomingly rested on his shoulders; and 


WHEREAS, with all of his courage and 


sterling character, Judge Sewell was never 
arrogant or ill-mannered; he wore a half 
smile and had a sense of wit and humor that 
would spring up hour after hour; and 


WHEREAS, people did not crowd around 


Jim Sewell to do him a kindness because he 
was blind; they crowded around him because 
he was leadership, he was ideas, he was full of 
wit, and by making his blindness a cause of 
bewilderment to others, he removed all

thought of it being a handicap to himself; he 
outsmarted his handicap — he turned it into 
an asset by his high intelligence; and 


WHEREAS, blacks had a special place in 


their hearts for Jim Sewell; he knew the 
heartaches of the handicapped and was a 
friend to all the blacks of Navarro County, 
aiding them in every way he could; and

Interest on checking 
accounts in future? 


DALLAS (AP) - 
Bankers 


heard a Federal Reserve Board 
governor tell them Tuesday 
they might be seeing interest 
payments made to them on 
their reserve requirements, but 
that they're going to have to 
provide interest-bearing cheek- 
ing accounts in return. 


Gov. Philip Coldwell spoke at 


a meeting sponsored by the 
business school at Southern 
Methodist University. 


Both features are part of a 


monetary plan being studied by 
the Fed before it's submitted to 
Congress in the form of a bill. 


The plan carries a carrot- 


and-stick approach. 
Bankers 


like the 
idea 
of

payments from the Fed, but 
most are repelled by the spectre 
of the Negotiable Orders of 
Withdrawal (NOW) accounts. 
These in essence are interest- 
eaining checking accounts. 


The Fed changes requires re-

Raising 
the levels leaves less money to 
lend, lowering the overall mon- 
ey supply. Lowering the re- 
quired levels produces the op- 
posite effect.

Bill called 
boon to 
loan shark 


AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) - The 


next move is up to the full Sen- 
ate on a proposed interest rate 
bill that Sen. Bill Patman 
claims will — if it becomes law 
— make Texas the "home" of 
the loan shark. 


The bill cleared the Senate 


Economic Development Com- 
mittee on a 5-0 vote Monday. 


The sponsor, Sen. Grant 


Jones, D-Abilene, still must get 
two-thirds of those present at a 
Senate session to agree to de- 
bate the bill before it can ad- 
vance. If all 31 senators are 
present, for example, Jones 
would need 21 votes. 


Earlier this session, the Sen- 


ate refused to debate another 
bill that Patman called a "loan 
shark" measure, and he thinks 
he can block Jones' bill, which 
he says is worse. 


According to Patman — and 


undisputed by Jones — the bill 
would permit maximum annual 
' interest as high as 149.79 per 
cent on loans from J100 to $300, 
compared with the current high 
of 31.32 per cent. 


"If the new loan shark bill is 


passed, Texas will have the 
highest rates in the nation on 
loans of between $150 and $300," 
Patman said in a statement. 
(It) is a fraud on the people of 
our state. It will make Texas 
number one in high interest 
rates on this class of loans." 


"Texas will become the home 


of the shark if SB (Senate bill) 
728 is approved," he added. 
"With such high rates, we will 
see an unprecedented wave of 
loan sharks flooding into our 
state." 


The highest rate under Jones' 


bill, including acquisition and 
handling charges, would occur 
on a two-month $110 loan. Other 
loans would range, depending 
on the amount and time period, 
no lower than 69.26 per cent. 
That would be the rate on a $300 
loan for nine months. 


Jones said "small lenders" 


asked him to sponsor the bill, 
but he said he could not re- 
member specifically who con- 
tacted him. 


Jones said every loan account 


costs a lender $6.03 and, under 
present interest rates, they are 
not making enough to continue 
offering $100-$300 loans. 


Consumer 
credit 
com- 


missiongr Sam Kelley sup- 
ported Jones' statement in 
committee, saying, "People 
sure don't want to make them 
(loans) in that area." 


This is forcing some borrow- 


ers to seek unregulated loans, 
he said. 


Although no one but Jones 


spoke in favor of the bill in 
committee, 
three 
lenders 


signed cards to answer ques- 
tions committee 
members 


might have. They were not 
questioned. 


Jones also said the loan in- 


dustry was subject 
to "in- 


flationary pressure" — just as 
other industries are 
— and 


needed higher rates. 


He said, too, that interest 


rates such as those quoted by 
Patman can be misleading. As 
an example, he said, if $100 was 
loaned for one day, and the 
borrower repaid $101, the an- 
nual interest rate would be 365 
per cent. 


The "real evil," however, ac- 


cording to Patman, is that com- 
panies encourage customers to 
repeatedly re-finance loans and 
this results in even higher in- 
terest rates. 


Instead of raising rates, Pat- 


man said, the legislature should 
repeal the "exorbitant rates 
now being charged on loans un- 
der $100."

Swallowed air pains

DEAR DR. LAMB - In 


reference to your column 
about swallowed air, can't 
someone tell us sufferers how 
to avoid this air swallowing? 


Would you believe my waist 


has been distended five inches 
(I measured once when I felt 
absolutely miserable). My 
clothes get much too tight so I 
spend evenings at home in my 


nightclothes. I'm too uncom- 
fortable to do anything else. 
Neither diet nor avoiding soda 
pop is a solution. 


DEAR READER - Yes, I 


would believe you. Victims 
may be sore for days after 
such an episode. 


Since many air swallowers 


— if that is really your 
problem — are unaware they 


are swallowing air it is hard to 
break the habit. My best trick 
is to have the person hold a 
rubber eraser between the 
teeth. It is hard to swallow 
when you do. This will alert 
you that you are swallowing 
and will then enable you to 
stop. 


You will also swallow air 


during eating and drinking as 
part of the process. And I am 
not sure you can exclude food 
entirely as part of your 
problem. Stop all milk 
products and foods containing 
milk for a week and see if that 
helps. 


DEAR DR. LAMB - My 


husband has undergone a very 
marked mental change in the 
past six weeks. 


He says he knows his at- 


titude is wrong and he just 
Can't help it. He feels un- 
caring and bored with 
everything. He loves his fami- 
ly. I'm sure of this. But there 
are times when he's gone until 
3 a.m. I found out he's usually 
asleep in the car not far from 
our house. He says he feels 
like he'll go crazy if he can't 
get out of the house. 


I've told him that there are 


quite a few things that can 
cause this and a simple blood 
work-up can find them. He 
just doesn't believe anything 
physical can cause any mental 
reaction. I'm sure he will 
believe you and seek medical 
help. Can some physical ail- 
ment cause a change in a per- 
son's mental process? 


This problem has me very 


nervous and upset. It is ruin- 
ing a great marriage. My hus- 
band is very tired and worn 
out and had a very marked 
drop in appetite even before 
his attitude changed. 


DEAR READER - Your 


husband does need help. Yes, 
many medical problems can 
cause personality changes. As 
an example, pellagra, severe 
niacin (a vitamin) deficiency, 
sent many people to mental 
institutions before niacin was 
discovered. 


You may have fallen into 


the trap of thinking that men- 
tal disorders are not medical 
problems. The purpose of 
medicine is to relieve human 
suffering and to enable people 
to function in a healthy happy 
manner. Mental problems can 


be a major cause .of human 
suffering and can impair func- 
tioning. 


The severe fatigue, loss of 


appetite and change in 
behavior suggests that your 
husband is having a depres- 
sion. These can and should be 
treated. There are medicines 
that can help. 


Please help him get to his 


doctor for an examination and 
when it is clear what type of 
problem he is having he will 
be able to get help. Once a 
depression is treated and con- 
trolled a person may return to 
his former personality and be 
able to be happy and enjoy 
life. A depression should 
never be neglected.

Supreme Court 
rules against 
Bell Telephone 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (AP) - 


Lawyer Pat Maloney says there 
is nothing more rewarding than 
tangling with Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Co. in the U.S. Su- 
preme Court. 


"It was an exhilarating feel- 


ing to take the wealthiest com- 
pany in the world before the 
highest court in the land and 
beat it," he said. "I highly rec- 
ommend it to anyone." 


Maloney represents James 


Ashley, a former Southwestern 
Bell executive in San Antonio, 
and the widow of the late T.O. 
Gravitt, who was head of Bell's 
Texas operations until his sui- 
cide in Dallas in October 1974. 


Maloney's clients filed a $29 


million libel and slander suit 
against Southwestern Bell in 
1974. 


After being bounced through 


several courtrooms, the suit 
was ordered back to a state 
district court here Monday in a 
9-0 decision by the U.S. Su- 
preme Court. In making the 
ruling, the Supreme Court in ef- 
fect denied a motion by Bell to 
hear the case in federal court. 


The ruling upheld the earlier 


decision of U.S. District Court 
Judge Adrian Spears that the 
suit 
should be processed 


through the state court system. 


Maloney said he would push 


to try the case "as fast as a 
human being can possibly do 
it". 


Maloney said offers by South- 


western Bell to settle the suit 
out of court had not been worth 
discussing, but that he expects a 
"sudden improvement" now, 
though he still expects to take 
the case to court. 


The company will ask for a 


rehearing before the Supreme 
Court within the next 25 days as 
provided by law, said C.L. 
Todd, vice president and gener- 
al manager for Southwestern 
Bell in San Antonio. 


Southwestern Bell had argued 


that it is a Missouri-based com- 
pany and that the suit should be 
tried in federal court. 


Judge Spears had disagreed 


and ordered the case back to 
state court. But Southwestern 
Bell appealed Spears' ruling to 
the 5th U. S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals. 


The appeals court overruled 


Judge Spears and said the case 
should be in federal district 
court. 


The Supreme Court on Mon- 


day, however, overruled the 5th 
Circuit court.

rule 


philosophy in a negative form to 
give force—so it !s said—to a 
positive statement. 


The rule: "What you do not 


like when done to yourself do 
not do unto others." 


Today a Chinese student from 


Hong Kong attending Navarro 
College says, "Our philosophy 
becomes a part of our life." 


James Choi, the philosophic 


student, has been in NC for 18 
months. He is 23 years old. 


Of 
him, 
Steve 
Gardner, 


director of Student 
Service, 


says: "He has not left his 
country 
and 
idelas 
and 


philosophies at home; but while 
he is in America, he is doing 
things in the American way, 
because he wants to learn what 
Americans really are." 


Gardner says that Choi's 


grades are high and his rapport 
with his teachers is excellent. 


"He is a personable 
in- 


dividual, and like most of our 
Chinese 
students 
is 
self- 


disciplined, self-motivated, and 
not filled with anxities. He is 
used to having rights and has no 
preconceived prejudices." 


THOUGH CHOI SHOWS some 


of the effects of the British 
culture, he feels that he is 
essentially oriental. 


His own philosophy resembles 


that of Confucius. "Life is a 
circle," he said. "If I respect 
my parents my children will 
respect me, and the circle never 
ends. It's the same in respecting 
other people." 


What 
striking 
differences 


does Choi find between Hong 
Kong and America? In an- 
swering that question, Choi not 
once 
referred 
to 
anything 


money can buy. Even though he 
is capitalistic, money alone 
does not motivate him. 


"I think the greatest dif- 


ference is in the respect we 
have for older people. In Hong 
Kong, an old man is not em- 
barrassed to depend on his son 
for support. 
We honor our 


parents and our grandparents. 
While 
I'm 
over 
here, for 


example, my sisters visit my 
father every Sunday and take 
him for a drive. It is the custom. 
He is 75 years old, and if I were 
at home, I would be visiting him 
and taking him for a drive. In 
America, 
it seems, 
life 
is 


supposed to be heaven for the 
young, and hell for the old." 


Choi is shocked 
by 
the 


American 
attitude 
toward 


sexual freedom. "Our moral 
standards are different," he 
said. "We respect marriage, for 
instance, and divorce is almost 
unheard of. A family unit is 
important, and we think it is 
necessary to the welfare and 
development of children." 


CHOI THINKS that Orientals 


tend to live in harmony with 
nature, while Westeners often 
seem to fight against the laws of 
nature. "Take architecture, for 
example. An oriental building 
seems to fit into its surroun-

dings; it seems to rise naturally 
from the earth, while Western 
buildings often rise with spirals 
pointing to the sky." 


In comparing China 
with 


America, he said, "China is the 
oldest civilization in the world. 
You cannot expect it to change 
overnight. America is like a 
young man that can adapt 
readily. China is more like an 
old man set in his ways." 


Choi said he was surprised 


when he found that in America 
there 
is 
much 
racial 


discrimination. 


"In Hong Kong, we have no 


racial discrimination against 
individuals because of their 
race, color, or religion," he 
said, "but we do discriminate 
against nations whose cultures, 
we think, are 
inferior. The 


difference comes in the way we 
look at things. In the Western 
world, you tend to look at the 
various parts of a society and to 
analyze each part; 
in the 


Eastern world, we look at 
society as a whole. Meaning is 
discovered only when one can 
view the whole instead of the 
parts." 


When Choi was graduated 


from high school, he went to 
work for an insurance com- 
pany. He was unable to enter 
college. 


"In Hong Kong, there are 


really two classes of people— 
the very rich and the very poor. 
My family belonged to neither 
class. But when I went to work, 
I found I was limited to advance 
by lack of education. You see, in 
Hong Kong, two universities 
have to serve four million 
people. So I decided to come to 
America." 


THE DECISION WAS not an 


easy one. Before Choi came to 
America, he had to make sure 
his father 
would 
lack 
for 


nothing during his absence. "It 
is my duty to provide for him 
the rest of his days. I wouldn't 
have it any other way. I can

Choi hopes to continue his 


education in America. "I have 
great ambition," he said.

While I was working 
in Hong Kong, I decided that if I 
wanted to be a business man, I 
needed experience more than I 
needed to further my education. 
But I am good in chemistry and 
petroleum, and I think now I 
would like to be a chemical 
engineer." 


Choi is serious about getting 


an 
education. 
To 
him, 


knowledge is more important 
than certificates and diplomas. 
He is grateful for the op- 
portunity of learning everything 
he can. He cannot understand 
why 
anyone would

college without a desire for 
learning. "It's not the grades 
you make, but the knowledge 
you accumulate," he said. 


He wishes people in America 


knew more about China and 
Hong Kong. 


"We don't still wear pigtails,

gradually changing. It used to 
be that my father would hire 
somebody to paint a house- 
let's say.

Without being vain, Choi is 


proud of his own culture. Living 
in the most densely populated 
city in the world, he feels that 
Hong Kong, like China, is 
capable of absorbing foreigners 
into its culture. 


"You 
know the barbarians 


and the Mongols both conquered 
China, 
but 
the 
Chinese 


civilization 
eventually 


conquered them," he said. 


What will happen to people 


like Choi when China decides to 
annex Hong Kong? 


Choi, with the patience of the 


sages whom he studied in high 
school, shrugged 
and said, 


"Times change, governments 
change, everything 
changes. 


We shall see." 


Choi came to NC on the 


recommendation of a former 
student from Hong Kong. His 
greatest struggle has been with 
American food. He has suffered 
all the discomforts common to 
Americans traveling abroad. 
Recently, at the home of Cor- 
sicana friends, Choi prepared a 
Chinese meal in a Chinese wok, 
a Chinese cooking pan. "I am a 
good cook," he said. 
"My 


sisters taught me." 


WITH 
DETERMINATION, 


Choi has forced himself to eat 


American 
food. 
Instead 
of 


criticizing the food, he merely 
speaks of differences in Chinese 
and American cooking. "In 
Hong Kong, the women spend 
much time in the kitchen," he 
said. "Rice is served three 
times a day. Fresh vegetables 


are served with crispness and 
color, 
and 
each 
meat 
is 


specially prepared. We coat our 
meats with cornstarch instead 
of flour; and we serve meats 
with pungent sauces." 


He also says the Chinese eat a 


lot of snakes—and the more 
poisonous they are, the better 
they taste. 


James—whose Chinese name 


is Choi Cei Lim—writes home 
often, but his letters are in- 
formative rather than 
sen- 


timental. "We don't need to 
express our love," he said. "It is 
understood." 


Would Choi like to live in 


America? 


He likes America and the 


friends he has made here, but 
he feels he belongs to Hong 
Kong with his family and 
Chinese friends. 


He says he will take back to 


Hong Kong the philosophy he 
brought to America with him; 
"What the superior man seeks 
is within himself."

Hospital board hears of low 
payments for emergency room

The 
Navarro 
County 


Memorial Hospital Board of 
Managers meeting for a short 
session Thursday night, were 
informed of a low rate of 
payment collection in the 
emergency room. 


Gene Barron, hospital ad- 


ministrator, called the board's 
attention to a low collection rate 
of 42 per cent in the emergency 
room during January 
and 


February and only 26 per cent 
collection in March. 


He said 
that the overall 


collection for the past nine 
months was 52 per cent pointing 
out that January and February 
is considered to be best months 
because of the publicity given to 
the problem of collection and 
the effort put forth to collect. He 
said it will take about nine 
months to determine what the 
average collection will be for 
one month. 


DURING THE 
February 


meeting, the board adopted a 
policy encouraging payment by 
patients in the emergency room 


at the time service is rendered. 


During that time, Dr. Allen 


M. Jones, chairman 
of the 


emergency room committee, 
pointed out that between 80-90 
per cent of collection of charges 
is needed to make the service 
financially stable. 


Barron told the board that the 


hospital will be looking closely 
at the collection rate during the 
next few months to determine 
what can be done to increase the 
rate. 


He noted that he does not 


think that the hospital's con- 
tract with Emergency Medical 
Consultants of Dallas will work. 


The consultants provide the 


hospital with emergency room 
doctors, assist with billing 
procedures, and scheduling, 
and train personnel for the 
emergency room. 


HE 
SAID 
THAT 
their 


(physicians') fees have to be 
paid by the hospital regardless 
of whether payment is made in 
the emergency room by persons 
receiving treatment. 


Barron also called the board's 


attention to the increasing 


number of free obstetric cases 
the hospital handles. 


Barron said that he thought 


that it was wrong that the 
hospital gets so many free 
obstetric cases.

Amendments 


Of 
the 
proposed 


amendments clarifying in- 
dividual and state's rights in 
the Constitution and originally 
submitted to the states by the 
First Congress in 1789, two 
were not approved.
